Back in 1900 Finland 
Was Oppressed Prov- 


ince of Russia

The Finland invaded by Commun- 


ist Russia was, at the turn of the 
century, an autononomous state with 
in the Czarist Russian Empire. All 
moves mudc by the Finns to gain free- 
dom were crushed by the Czar's po- 
lice. 


Whciu however, the Finns erected 


a striking piece of statuary on Ob- 
servatory Hill, overlooking Helsinki, 
the police thought nothing of it. 
Sculptured by the Finn, Robert Sti- 
gell, the work was called 'Shipwreck". 
It depicted a family stranded on a 
raft with the father making an ago- 
nizing appeal for aid. 


What the Czar's police didn't know 


—according to Finns now in America 
—is that ihe statuary was Finland's 
subtle way of stating that ii was in 
distress, and wanted to be rescued 
Significantly, the statuary faced the 
West. 


The work appeared in 1898; Finland 


gamed its freedom in 1917. With ilia 
huge Red army menacing that free- 
dom, this figure still stands.

It gave 
the world one of the great modern 
composers, Jan Sibelius: One of its 
authors, Frans Eemil Silanpaa, has 
just been awarded the Nobel prize. 


Helsinki, Finland's capital, was not- 


able to tourists because nowhere 
could they find any memorials -to 
war heroes or to old battles. 


Yet among the peaceloving Finns 


every citizen has his gun in his 
house, and all, from professor to pea- 
sant, have had to take at least one 
course in marksmanship.
